MANY PASSENGERS 
COULD HAVE LIVED 
IS CREW’S CLAIM 


Morro Castle Death List Cut to 193 as Sure 
vivors Are Brought Ashore by 
| Rescue Ships 


SPRING LAKE, N. J., Sept. 8—Dead and missing nums

| Line Morro Castle luxury liner burned in the open sea ei 
miles off the Jersey coast and 30 miles from New York ye 

The two hundred or more passengers off the steamship 
Morro Castle, who met death aboard the flaming ship eight 
miles at sea early today, died because of their refusal to enter 
the lifeboats, members of the crew of the vessel said today. 

Twenty-five members of the crew, interviewed separate- 
ly, told practically the same story. 

Seamen, who once were curtly ordered to stop talking by 
surviving officers, said all of the passengers could have fed 
saved if they had followed orders, 

“They refused to go through the smoke and flames, 
lated Elroy Kelsey, a seaman, of Albany, N. Y. 

“We pleaded with them. We tried to herd them, but few 
of them would go. Many even tried to fight past us and get 
back down the ladders to the lower decks. 

“Finally, we were forced to take the boats without them, 
as the sparks and cinders were burning the ropes. 

Kelsey said the crew succeeded in getting all passengers 
on deck, although a seaman earlier said the wall of flames 
surrounding the superstructure of the vessel prevented the 
seamen from getting to cabins on the lower decks. Twenty- 
five members of the crew, interviewed separately, corrobor- 


ated Kelsey's story.

SPRING LAKE, N.J., Sept. 8.—Fire, terror of the sea, 
swept the passenger liner Morro Castle in the storm- 
shrouded darkness just at dawn today barely eight miles 
off-shore from Asbury Park, N.J. Five and one-half hours 
later more than 300 of the 558 passengers and crew were 
unaccounted for. 

“SOS—MORRO CASTLE AFIRE OFF SCOTLAND 
LIGHT—.” 

The first frantic “SOS” was picked up at 3:32 a.m., 
E.S.T. So swiftly did the roaring flames envelope the 
vessel, with its 318 sleeping passengers enroute home to 
New York after a seven-day excursion to Havana, that the 
ship soon was aflame from stem to stern. 

Shortly after 10 a.m., E.S.T., fewer than 250 surv ivors 
had been landed or picked up by nearby steamers racing

Provinces of Sask., Mani- 
tobe, Reach Agreement 
With Dominion to Take 


Care of 125,000 Head. 


OTTAWA, Sept. 8—The Do- 
minion government has agreed te~ 
the proposals of the provinces of 
Saskatchewan and Manitoba for 
assistance in disposing of the 125,- 
000 cattle which it will be nec- 
@ssary to move from dried out 
areas in the two provinces, it was 


learned on good authority last 
night. 

Hon. Robert Weir, minister of ag- 
ficulture, and Hon. G. A. Taggart, 
Saskatchewan minister, left for 
Winnipeg last night, where final ar- 
rangements will be reached in a 
conference with Hon. D. G. Me- 
Kenzie of Manitoba. 


The situation presents many prob- 
lems, it was learned. Most of the 
cattle will have to be slaughtered, 
as the high price of feed makes it 
uneconomical to keep them through 
the winter. 


SPECIAL RATES 


The packers have agreed to pro- 
cess the animals at from $2.00 to 
$2.50 per head and the plan the pro- 
vinces proposed to the Dominion 
provided that each pay half of the 
transportation costs to the abat- 
toirs. The railways have granted a 
special rate. 

The arrangement would give the 
farmers sending in their cattle the 
entire return over  the”processing 
cost. It is estimated that 30,000 head 
would be only good for tankage for 
which there is a big demand, but 
would only net the farmer with by- 
products about $4 a head. 


PROCESS PLANNED 


The provinces, it is stated. plan- 
hed to process the better cattle into 
boneless meat after taking out the 
choice cuts for domestic consump- 
tion. However, difficulty has been 
encountered obtaining a market for 
boneless meat. The entire world 
has been canvassed during the past 
few days, and the only market 
where Canada's exports of boneless 
meats could be increased was 
found to be Japan. It could take 
around 100 tons a month. The 
price, however, would be low.

ON WILD RIOT 
IN ARGENTINA 


Before Convicts Finally 
Subdued 


| ROSARIO, Argentina, Sept. 
Three hundred and fifty desperate, 
shouting convicts, mysteriously 


equipped with rifles, pistols, hand 
grenades and dynamite rioted mad- 
ly here Friday in an unavailing 
break for freedom. 


A convict was killed and another 
gravely wounded before flying 
squads of military police and fire- 
men managed to quell the disorders 
with tear gas and firehose 

Sault Pintolin, 23, was ‘the dead 
man, Hile Francisco Salerno was 
wounded. Both were described as 
model prisoners. Penitentiary offi- 
cials said they believed the rioters 
shot them when they refused to 
join the break. 

The riot broke out early when 
inmates of the first cell block 
marched into the patio for morning 
exercises. 

A revolver shot furnished the sig- 
nal, and immediately bedlam broke 
loose as the howling rioters fired

THE NEW BANK GOVERNOR 
There must have been a scurrying in news- 

paper offices al] over two continents on Thurs- 

day afternoon when the news liberated 
during Premier Bennett's absence in Europe of 
the appointment of the young assistant to the 
general manager of the Royal Bank of Canada 
to the most important position in the Dominion 

—the Governorship of The Bank of Canada 
It was only a few months ago, while nego- 

tiations were understood to be in progress with 

a prominent Canadian engaged in banking in 

Britain, that Premier Bennett announced that 

there was not a man in Canada big enough for 

the job of Governor of the new central bank. 

Some of the banking moguls in the east pooh- 

poohed the suggestion, and it now looks as if 

they were right. Premier Bennett found his 
man in Montreal in one of the sanctums of the 

“big four.” 

The reason for the scurrying in the news- 
he announcement was made

A MASTER OF DESTINY 


Never in the history of Canada ha much 
responsibility been placed on the shoulders of 
any man, young or old, as has been placed by 
Premier Bennett on the young man he has 


selected to be the first Governor of The Bank 
of Canada. The impulse that leads nations to 
hold religious ceremonies, begging the blessings 
end guidance of Heeven on generals and armies 
going out to try and maim other armies, might 
well be invoked on behalf of the young Gover- 


nor of The Bank of Canada. Win, lose or draw, 
success, failure or baleful yes-man, he is clothed 
for seven years with authority over the gov- 


ernment itself, to contro] those arteries of cur- 


rency and credit that the former President 
Hoover described as “the life blood of the 
nation.” 


For many years the Finance Act vested con- 
trol of currency and discount rates with the 
Government of Canada, acting through its 
finance minister. True; government after gov- 
ernment never utilized the powers vested in 
them, but were content to act as a sort of pawn- 
shop for the chartered banks. ‘ But with the 
establishment of the new central bank as 
planned by Premier Bennett, those powers now 
pass away from the government and are vested 
in the new privately owned and controlled 
Bank of Canada. In answer to questions asked 
in Parliament during the debate on the bank 
bill, Hon. E. N. Rhodes made it clear that in 
the event of a clash of opinion between the 
people's representatives in the government, and 
the representatives Of the private capital on 
the board of the new bank, that the views of 
the government shall not be binding upon the 
central bank. Such a delegation of power was 
never made before in the history of Canada 

The new Governor wil] start off with control 
of all the gold reserves of the nation. Al! the 
gold of the chartered banks and al] the gold 
of the national Treasury, amounting in al] to 
$170,000,000, will pass under the control of the 
new Governor and his board. Against that 
volume of gold they will have the power to 
issue up to $660,000,000 of paper currency. It 
remains to be seen whether the new Governor 
will follow the policy of Premier Bennett and 
starve the nation of needed currency in the 
interest of the money-lenders and credit-mon- 
gers, or whether he will regard himself as a 
trustee of the public welfare and allow the 
people's credit to be used for their benefit by 
making money cheap and plentiful. 

Future historians will marvel at the supine- 
ness of @ nation which, suffering from the credit

credit and discount rates. 

The exigencies of the naticn should force 
the new Governor to make a wise and cour- 
ageous use of his powers on behalf of the 
Canadian people.

Visits of American and British war vessels 
to British Columbia and Alaskan waters, flights

In 1929 the Associated Press carried the fol- 
lowing despatch from Lowestoft, England: 

“The dreadful wartime possibilities of a 
certain death-dealing toxin were mentioned 
today by Prof. Leonard Hill in his presi- 
dential address to the Sanitary Inspector's 
Association. Prof. Hill called attention to 
‘a certain bacillus which shall be nameless 
but which is easily cultivated. If men were 
as susceptible as guinea pigs are to the 
toxin produced by this bacillus, and there is 
reason to think that they are, it would ap, 
pear that one grammé—let us sey a salt 
spoonful—of the dry toxin would suffice to 
kill one million persons.’ 

“Prof. Hill said that the toxin acted if 
inhaled, or if it touched the eye as a 
powder. ’ 

“He asked the Association members ‘if 
men set out to prepare such a toxin and to 
scatter it by airplane, what would be the 
use of the panoply of war?’” 

Prof. Hill might have asked, “What would 
be the use of anything?” 

One eminent militarist has frankly espoused 
the use of bacteria. Dr. Ewald Banse whom 
Hitler has elevated to the chair of military 
science at the Brunswick Academy, in one of 
his works reviewed by the Saarbruck Frei- 
heit, quoted in the Literary Digest of Novem- 
ber 18 last, says: 

“We shall have recourse to the poison- 
ing of drinking water with typhus germs, 
to the introduction and spreading of typhus 
by means of fieas, and to the spreading of 
cholera by artificially contaminated rats.” 

Of course the League of Nations by its Pre- 
peratory Disarmament Agreement of 1929 
agreed that “the High Contracting Parties un- 
dGertake unreservedly to abstain from the use 
of all bacteriological methods of warfare.” 

It will be necessary to declare the agree- 
ment a “scrap of paper” after the regiments 
of flees and battalions of rets have cerried 
typhus and cholera into the civilian population 
of the enemy country, in order to regularise 
things. 
¢ 

Japan, though zn Asiatic and non-Christian 
country, is probably as well prepared for 
showering poison gas and cholera bacteria on 
enemy non-combatants, as any of the European 
and Christian nations. The names of some of 
her scientists rank high in the list of those who 
have given their brains—sometimes their lives 
—to the study of bacteria. Few names rank 
higher than that of Dr. Hideyo Noguchi, the first 
to grow in pure culture the Spirochaeta pallida, 
the germ of “the disease of civilization” which 
yearly takes a greater toll than tuberculosis. 
It was while working on the problem of yellow 
fever in Africa—he produced an immune serum 
that reduces the mortality rate from this dread 
disease—that Noguchi himself fell a victim to it. 

Dr. ben Meyr thinks that probably “every 
modern nation possesses a microbial armament 
capeble of annihilating not only the enemy but 
211 humanity.” Now you'll understand what 
Siegfried Sassoon, the English poet, has in mind 
in his recent poem, “The Road to Ruin,” when 
he says: 

“We launch tomorrow our great new Bacillus, 

And an overwhelming victory is expected.”

Hardening Of The Arteries 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


Most cases of arterial hardening seem to be- 
gin with a toxic condition of the blood stream 
which irritates the delicate inner walls of the 
arteries, which first become thickened and then 
infiltrated with calcium or lime. There have 
been many discussions about the relation of 
arterial hardening and high 
blood pressure, and as a gen- 
eral rule the two are usually 
present together. 

The toxic condition pre- 
ceding hardening of the ar- 
teries seems to be bujit up by 
eating wrong food combina- 
tions or excesses of starches 
and sugars. The habit of in- 
discriminate eating will in 
time produce an acidosis in 
the body, and as the acid 
toxins circulate through the arteries the latter 
become tensed and finally coated with the alkali 
along the inner lining. to protect themselves 
from this acid irritation. Any condition which 
tends to load the blood with harmful material, 
such as retention of poisoned wastes from the 
colon, too much uric acid of the system, or the 
improper utilization of sugar in the body, will 
tend to bring on an unhealthy state of the blood 
stream which affects the arteries more or less, 
and often the heart or kidneys may also under- 
go degenerative changes also. 

When the arteries have become badly 
affected, a cure in necessarily tedious. A patient 
in this condition should begin with ‘a thorough 
house cleaning to remove as much as possible 
of- the irritating wastes from the system. He 
can do this by using a fast, preferably with 
orange or grapefruit juice and also drinking 
plenty of distilled water. The citrus fruit juices 
seem to have a special tendency to produce in- 
creased alkalinity of the blood stream and dis- 
tilled water will absorb and carry off more 
chemical impurities than any other known 
agent. 

Except in exceptional instances, I do not 
advocate a very long fast at first, as the patient 
is usually advanced in years and in a rather 
weakened condition. Instead, it is a good plan 
to use a short fast for five days, then use a well 
balanced diet for about a month in which the 
starches and sugars are practically excluded, 
and then take another short fast, repeating this 
regimen until there seems to be an improve- 
ment. Moderate exercise such as walking 
should be regularly included, not too strenuous 
at first, but gradually increased with time. The 
use of sponge baths and gentle massage are also 
of great benefit in improving the circulation. 

I have seen many patients, who were appar- 
ently far advanced in arterial hardening, im- 
prove in a remarkable manner through follow- 
ing this regime. They frequently appear and 
feel much younger, which is quite natural, for 
if the saying is true that a man is as old as his 
arteries, it must also hold good that if the arter- 
ies become youthful and elastic, the individual 
will likewise be imbued with some of the spring 
and vitality of youth.

A Day in Canadian History 

On this date, in 1794 Colonel 
and Mrs. Simcoe welcomed to 
their modest gubernatorial resi- 
dence at Navy Hall, Niagara, 


Alexander Mackenzie, the first 
white man to make an overland 
journey to the Pacific ocean. 
Mrs. Simcoe's reference to the 
incident is rather naive and quite 
in‘eresting: 

“Mr. Mackenzie, who has made 
his way from the Grand Portage 
to the Pacific ocean, is just re- 
turned from thence, and brought 
the Governor a sea otter skin as 
proof of his, having reached the 
coast. He says the savages spear 
them from the rocks, as the In- 
dians here do sturgeon. These 
animals are amphibious, but gen- 
erally in the sea. Mr. Mackenzie 
went down the River of Peace 
near two degrees north of Lake 
Superior and ceme to the Rocky 
Mountains, on whieh rise some 
rivers that fall into the Atlantic, 
and others which empty them- 
se'ves into the Pacific ocean. He 
went down a river which falls 
into the latter and rises not 700 
yards from the River of Peace. 
He afterwards travelled 17 days 
by land. There are a kind of large

salmon in boxes in a kind of 
upper storey in their huts. They 
prepare the roes, beating them 
up with sorrel, a plant with acid 
taste, till it becomes a kind of 
caviare and, when the salmon 
are dried, boil and mix them with 
oil. These savages never taste 
meat and think if any was thrown 
into the river the fish would go 
away. One of Mr. Mackenzie's 
men having thrown the bone of a 
deer into the water, an Indian 
dived and fetched it out, nor 
would they suffer water to be 
ladied out in a kettle in which 
meat had been boiled. Are these 
not veritable fish eaters? Mr. 
Mackenzie observed these Indians 
who inhabited the islands on the 
coast to be more savage than the 
others. The otter skins are sold 
at a great price by those who 


trade on the coast to the Chinese.” 


The latter sentence would in- 
dicate that there was a consider- 
able trans-Pacific trade even in 
the carliest days. It is not gen- 
erally known that after his return 
to Montreal Mr. Mackenzie re- 
presented the county of Hunting- 
don in the Lower Canada As- 
sembly until 1808 when he went 
back to Scotland where he lived 
until 1820. He was knighted in 
1802, it having taken the crown 
eight years to decide that his 
explorations were worthy of re- 
cognition.

He realized that this was the must 
dangerous single problem he had 
to confront.

He therefore addressed a Jet- 
ter to the incumbent Governor, 
ointing out that the people of Cali- 
ornia had voted to establish land 
colonies for the support of the un- 
employed; there was no time to be 
lost, because distress was increas- 
ing, and its victims were being :n- 
cited to riot, and many cities and 
counties were bankrupt. The task 
of selecting and appraising suitable 
land was one which necessarily re- 
quired time, if graft and waste 
were to be avoided, and if the peo- 
ple were to get value for their 
morey. Sinclair respectfully call- 
ed upon the Governor to enable this 
program to get under way, by ap- 
pointing a commission of land ex- 
perts to be named by Sinclair; also 
@ commission to inspect factories

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Two Operators Alone With 
Queer Birds, Fish and 
Turtles 


Three hundred miles from the 
coast of North Queensland is a 
meteorological observation station, 
manned by two radio operators. 
whose term of service there lasts a 
year. Willis Island station is one 
of the loneliest radio outposts in 
the world. <A ship calls every 
three months with provisions; 
otherwise the operators have no 
visitors from one year’s end to the 
other, says Christian Science Moni- 
tor. 

Two young operators who have 
just completed their year in the 
lonely island give an Interesting 
account of their daily occupations. 
They spent much of their abun- 
dant leisure in observations of the 
natural life of the island, which 
abounded in sea birds that kept up 
a constant screeching day and 
night. Some of the gannets were 
troublesome because of the habit 
of lodging on the wind-meacuring 
instruments. A large gannet perch- 
ed on the moving vanes could easi- 
ly make a north-easterly breeze 
appesr to be coming from the 
scuth-west. When this happened, 
one of the operators had to climb 
up and knock the offending bird 
off. The gannet would look fool- 
ishly at the men until actually dis- 
lodged from its pech. 

The habits of the frigate bird 
proved exceptionally interesting. 
This great pirate of the air would 
attack the gannets as the latter flew 
to the island with fish they had 
caught and force them to fegurgi- 
tate their catch. So swift were the 
frigate birds in their movements 
that they would usually snap up the 
falling fish before it reached the 
water. Such fish as fell into the 
water were seized by larger fish. 


ADOPT FRIGATE METHODS 

The frigate birds’ methods sug- 
gested an idea to the operators

How many of you have seen real 
knucklebones? No, not those on 
your hands, but the real knuckle- 
| bones of a sheep, which made the 
ivery old game bearing this name 
The game of knucklebones consists 
of five stones and sometimes a 


jack, and it is very likely that these 
stones came eveniually down 
through the years, and gradually 


were turned into the familiar lit- 
tle dice people play with today 

There are many ways of playing 
knucklebones. One idea is to throw 
{up one stone, and while it is in the 


air pick up another from the 
ground, or table, and so on until 
all have been picked up. The vari- 


ous throws have their own names, 
such as, “peas in a pod,” “riding 
the elephant,” and “horses in the 
stable.” It is a very old game, and 
in a museum in Naples there is a 
|painting which was found in the 
| ruins of Pompeii, showing five 
| goddesses playing knucklebones. 

The Romans used the pastern 
bones of sheep as dice, and as these 
bones have besides two rounded 
ends, on which they cannot stand, 
two broad and two narrow sides, 
as they fell and rested so they 
counted, their various sides being 
named. The lowest throw, both in 
Greece and Rome, was termed “the 
dog.” Poor dogs, they have al-
